'THE ELEUSIKIAIT MISTEEIES. 


No. 2. 


" Throughout, the whole of the Oriental my- 


thologies, but more particularly in the scheme 
of the Brahminical religion, as "illustrated in 
Shiva the Destroyer, and Vishnoa the Preserver, 
may be detected the pagan prescience of that 
struggle, which may be said to have closed only 
with the foundation of Christianity. 


"Such were the brilliant dreams which im- 


parted fascination to the creed of antiquity, and 
suggested the themes of those who officiated at 
the Mysteries of Eleusinia. Besides the pecu- 
liar ideas of theocracy which were embodied in 
these mysteries at the period of their original 
institution, the fantastic belief of Pythagoras 
was subsequently Ingrafted upon them, and 
tended in no inconsiderable manner to enhance 
their attractions." 


"Why should our author imagine that the 


''fantastic 
belief 
of Pythagoras was subse- 


quently engmftcd vjion them? " when it is evi- 
dent tliat most of the doctrines taught in these 
mysteries were older than the Pyramids of 
Egypt, and were inculcated in the school of the 
Egyptian Priesthood, where 3foxes learned much 
of kin window. The creed of Pythagoras was 
certainly not original with him, since the prin- 
cipal subjects of which he treated were theories 
he had heard reasoned upon by the Egyptian 
priests. Besides, the most eminent historians, 
ancient and modern, agrca in attributing to 
Egypt, or Ethiopia, the" mysteries that became 
so celebrated in Attica. 


"That belief, developed into a sjstcm by the 


Buddhic religionists, was the transmigration of 
the degenerated souls of mortals, or, as it waa 
literally (cnnod, the doctrine of metciaptiyclio- 
sis. It nil imately gave consistency to the no- 
tion of the descent of tho soul into a material 
universe, and imparted an air of uniformity to 
the theology of Ihe Hellenic republicans. This, 
at least, was the effect produced upon his imme- 
diate contemporaries by the teachings of tho 
illustrious Samiiin, although the frivolity of his 
successors ultimately thwarted the intentions 
of his gorgeous and august philosophy. Some 
conception may 1)0 formed of the avidity with 
which the Pytliagorian system was welcomed 
by the populace, from the fact of the belief in 


having penetrated to the se- 


cluded forests of Britain, and become very 
speedily amalgomalcd with the metaphysical 
theology of the Druids. This striking coinci- 
dence between the creed of the Druids and the 
Pythagoreans was first recorded by C;esar, 
whore that accomplished conqueror-writes:— 
' In the first place they gUdly persuade them- 
selves of this doctrine, namely, that the souls 
o!' men do not perish, but that after death they 
enter into bodies cither human or those of 
dumb boasts; and, for this reason especially is 
it believed that they are roused to valor, since 
the fear of flcvvl'i has been removed.' Bearing 
in mind the latter declaration, that the doctrine 
of tiansmigratiou was thought to increase the 
bravery of the ancient Britons, 'by disarming 
death of its toriors,' we can tho more iPadily 
comprehend Isoeralcs, when lie mentions tlio 
Elcusinian Mysteries as 'foitifying Ihe initiated 
against the horruis oCdeslnu'tion, and inspiring 
them ivith hopes of a happy immoitality.'— 
Tho sublime doctrine here embodied rendered 
the more abstruse phantasies of the Greek reli- 
gion coinpieliensiUlt; to the vulgar, without 
ctiminisliin0 •'•* eta'"1""" ;•• n.-T-!-."!;^..!-..- ^ 
piep.ircd the mind of the votaries for those 
vast and extraordinary isolations, which would 


Some eminent historian has said that not 


a single tenet is found in the extensive circle of 
Grecian philosophy, which does not occur TjHj 
fully developed In the iacred books of the 
Hindoo Brahmins. This being admitted, W* 
shall discover, by studying the Vedas (ft wo* 
of immense age) some of the most 
doctrines taught in the Eleusinian Mysterlja| 
the first of which Is this, namely, that an oiroil- 
potent, omniscient and omnipresent Being par« 
codes, controls, and directs all things ; in fact, 
the intelligent Causation of all motion, andj of 
all the operations going on continually through- 
out the universe. The same Being seems to, 
be alluded to by St. Paul in his discourse to 
the Athenians, where to says, " Whom ye ignc- 
nuilly worship, Him declare I unto you"! — 
There was then at Athens an altar on which 
was the inscription, " To the miknown God"! 
Tho learned Gi celts as well as the Egyptian 
priests, the Persian Magi, the Gymorophists 
and Brahmins of India, could easily see design 
throughout the whole realm of Nature, which 
implied intelligence and art, necessarily belong- 
ipg to ~a great First Cause, a creative SplriC 
Secondly, the Vedas very clearly taught the im- 
morlainy of the soul, and the future state of 
rewards and jnmidimentn. They also incul- 
cated the doctrine that the spirits of the de- 
parted do sometimes revisit their fiiinds here 
in tho flesh, giving thorn advice ami cheering 
thorn omraids in the paths of duly [ind recti- 
tude. 
They likewise proved or attempted to 


prove that maay individuals were West with 
ruardian angels, which warn them against 
threatening evils and encourage thein to walk 
iu the paths of virtue and piety. 


Even in the classical authorities, the facts 


relating to Elousis are fi«queut!y introduced as 
merely casual inueudos ; and others have boon 
incidentally recorded by such men as Demos- 
thenes, and Philostratus, and Aelian of Fne- 
nests, and Pausanias the Ionic historian.

have been otherwise oiilv additional somces of 
bewilderment; and It afforded fresh incitements 
to the enterprises of a warlike people bj an- 
nouncing to them that, amidst destruction, they 
were indestructible, and that, in death, they 
were deathless. The readers of Virgil are, 
however, better able lo estimate tho influence 
and tendencies of the Eleusinian festival— 
coloied as that festival was by the philosophy of 
Pythagoras—now that Wnrburton has p'roved, 
in his Divine Legation of Moses, that the Sixth 
book of the ^JS/u'icl represents several ot the 
shows of the Mysteries. Aided by that assur- 
ance alone, it would have been possible to con- 
jecture, though to no very considerable extent, 
the nature of som« of the mystic coijptnouies 
witnessed at Ekiusis. We might, under the 
Sybilhng guidance of Deiphobe, have advanced 
ftom the banks of the Cocytus to the watere of 
the Styx, and onwards to the most remote 
boumUucs of Tartarus, but wo should still 
luue remained ignorant of tlio character and 
manner of those celebrations of which the pas- 
sage into Hade* was only a portion, or rather 
an episode. Tho heart of the secret would 
have been still undiscovered; we should still 
have been baffled in our endeavors to under- 
stand tho reason why the festivities performed 
at an insignificant boiough-towu of Attica 
should have surpassed all others in importance, 
and have retained for so many centuries an 
undisputed dominion over tlic imaginations of 
the most civilUcd people of antiquity. When 
we found it narrated that, Neio himself, with 
all his matchless audacity, was deterred from 
joining in those festivities from a consciousness 
of his own li-inons and gigantic crimes, we 
should, without further know ledge, have mar- 
velled at the motal authority which proved 
superior to the pli) sical puissance of that im- 
perious and law less despot. According to Sue- 
tonius, his biographer, the emperor durst not 
attend the Elcusinian Mysteries, because, to 
the murder of hia mother, he had recently 
added that of Ins aunt. When we learut, 
moreover, that tho Emperor Valentinian per- 
mitted the continuance of these festivities in 
consequence of the representation made by 
PriBtcxtatus, the proconsul of Achiea, to the 
cflcct that the Grec'aiis would be utterly dis- 
pirited by their abolition, and that this conces- 
sion was made by Valentinian, at the very 
period when he was prohibiting elsewhere all 
kinds of nocturnal sacrifices, we should have 
been yet more inspired with curiosity as to the 
nature of these inscrutable rites, and have been 
still more filled with astonishment at the won- 
derful hold they had obtained over the popular 
affections. 
Other circumstances must have 


tended, in like manner, to increase our amaze- 
ment at the complete and irresponsible sway 
exercised bv tho institution of Eleusiuia—such 
circumstances as the penalties inflicted on those 
who, 
after initiation, arrested any debtor, ten- 


dered any petition, travelled to tho sacred edi- 
fice in a chariot, seated thcmac)res on the cover 
of a well, or devoured either mullets, bears or 
wca?,el«, 
besides the summary

Hon. Andrew Stewart, when a member of 


Congress in 1S10, made a speech in favor of 
piotection, in which he related an incident 
which gave the origin of the well-known phrase 
"I acknowledge tho corn."

I said, Ohio, Indiana, and Kentucky 
sent Hioir haystacks, eoi nlieUls and fodder to 
New York and Philadelphia for sale. 


Mr. Wicklill'o, of Kentucky, jumped up and 


said : 


"Why that is absurd. Mr. Speaker, I call 


the gentleman to order. He is stating-au absurd- 
ity. 
We ne\ er sorul haystacks or cornfields to 


Sew York or Philadelphia." 
" Well," I said, " what do you send ? " 
" Why hoises, mules, cattle and hogs." 
" Weil, what makes your horses, mules, cat- 


tle and liogs? You feed a hundred dollars' 
worth of hay to a horse ,' you just animate and 
get upon the top of your haystack and ride it 
to maiket. [Laughter]. How is it with your 
cattle ? Yuu make one of them cany fifty dol- 
lars' woi th of liny and grass to the Eastern 
maiket." 


Then I came lo the hog question. Said I: 
" Sir. WkkliHe, you send a hog worth thirty 
dollars to an Eastern market; how much corn 
does it take at thii ty-thiee cents per bushel to 
fatten it ? " 
" Wiry, thirty bushels." 
" Then you put thirty bushels of com into 


the shape of a hog and make it walk oil' to au 
Eastern maiket." 


Mr. Wicklllfc jumped up and said: Mr. 


Speaker, I acknowledge the corn."

The 
first fire doing no harm to either of the antago- 
nists, one of the seconds asked Swaitwoat: 
" Are you satisfied, sir ? " 
" I arn not," said he, with more bluittness 


than courtesy. 


They fired a second tlino without efibet 
"Are you satisfied, sir?" asked the second. 
" No 1" thuiuleied Swartwout. 
The men fired a third time without effect, 


when the same gentleman politely asked Jlr- 
Swartwout if he was satisfied. 


'* I am noK," was the reply; " neither shall I 


be until that apology is made which I demand- 
ed.

Swartwout's second thou presented a paper 


containing the apology demanded for Clinton's 
signature, saying:

In 1010 attendance to church twice every 


Sunday was enjoined " upon pain, for the first 
fault, to lose their provision and allowance lor 
tho whole week following; for tho second, to 
lose said allowance, and also to be whipped; 
for the thud to suffer death." The law was. sub- 
SOQiioutly modified as follows, the Governor 
published several edicts : " Thai every person 
should go to church Sundays and holidays, or 
lie neck and heels th.it night and be A slave to 
tho colony tlie following week; for the second 
oflence he slioidd be a slave for a month ; for 
the third, a year and a day." 


1602—" Every person who refuses to have his 


child vapliral by a lawful minister (of the 
Church of England) shall be amerced 2,000 Ibs. 
of tobacco. The whole liturgy of the Church 
of England shall bo thoroughly read iu church 
or chapel every Snnd.iy." 


1003—" If any Quaker or separatists whatso- 


ever in thiseolonvassemblcthcmselvostogether 
to the number of five or more, of the age of six- 
teen years or upwards, under the pretence of 
joining in a religions worship ncit authorized in 
England or this country, the parties so olloiid- 
ing shall forfeit and pay for the first oflence 200 
Ibs. of tobacco ; for Hie second ofTonce DOO Ibs. 
of tobacco, and for tho third olfericc shall bo, 
banished from the colony." Puritanical toler- 
ance, indeed, JIi. Rojulist!

This was a sort of a long beam 
or pole moving on a pivot at the middle am 
having a seat fastened at the fitrthci end, wheie- 
in a scolding woman being placed, was conve- 
niently let down and ducked in a poml or stream 
of water. This was a fivorile pastime of the 
royalists in early da\s.

Kunxin CiAZBtTE^-As we are soon to be 


called.iipon to vote upon the adoption or rejec- 
tion of the proposed Constitution of the State, 
it is important that its provisions suo'uld be 
thoroughly understood by all the citizens. It is 
probable, if adopted, that it will be the funda- 
mental law of the State for at least half a cen- 
tury. Ilenci;, it is the duty of every one voting 
upon it to first make himself familiar with all 
its parts.. There has already developed a wide 
difteience of opinion as to its merits, and in or- 
der to assis' those less accustomed to the con- 
sideration of such subjects in arriving at a cor- 
rect understanding of it, it would be well for 
Ihosc having decided views foi or against it or 


tlie convention deciding that the separate sub-1 any oi its p.irts, to set them before the commu- 


nity through tho columns of the GAZETTE with 
such explanations as they may have to offer. 
Such a comparison of views would lead to the 
polling of .'i much more intelligent vote upon 
the most important question that has been sub- 
mitted to the citizens of the State within the 
lives of many of its picscnt voters.

Atheists and 
Univcrselists, however, seem to be excluded 
from office by tlie provisions of the fourth sec- 
tion, which says: "Xo person who ncknowl- 
' cdtcs the being of a C.od and a future state of 
hwards and punishments, shall, on account o( 
his religious sentiments, be disqualified to hold 
any office or place of profit or trust nudar this 
Commonwealth." 


Ily the. sixteenth section Imprisonment for 


It de- 
dans that Hie ]>creon of a debtor, whore there 
a not a strong presumption of finud, shall not 
Iw continued in prison after delivering up his 
eitiite for tlio benefit of his creditors, in suol 
manner as shall be prescribed by law.

The convention assembled by your direction

That it is without fault 
we darn not affirm, but that it adds new mid 
valuable securities to Uie rights of persons and 
of properly we confidently assert. The mode 
hy which the members of the convention were 
elected secured a body of men who had neither 
the opportunity nor the inclination to mould 
the instrument iu the interest of any party or 
of any private interest whatever.

EDITOR GAZETTE :—Thinking a letter from 


this city might prove interesting to the readers 
of your valuable paper, I wi'l endeavor to give 
you a brief description of the city and its man- 
ufactures. 


The city of Ilcailii'- is situated on the Schujl- 


kill river, 52 miles from Philadelphia, and is one 
of tho handsomest of the inland cities of this 
Stale, and has a population of about 43,000 in- 
habitants. The businessmen, in genoial, arc 
thoiough-go'mg and energetic, and arc employ- 
ing all the mccxtis at their command to make 
Reading a first-class city. The four jailroads 
centering here afford an excellent outlet for the 
large amount of iron and other manufactured 
goods to the cities of Philadelphia and. New 
York. In the rear of the city is a range of 
hills from which a magnificent view of tho city 
and the surrounding country can be obtained. 


The rhiladelphia and Heading Kail road 


passes directly through the centre of the city, 
on grade with several of the principal streets, 
and is very d.iugcious for persons having busi- 
ness up town. Thine has been some talk of 
bridging tho railroad ciossingat Penn street, 
which is the principal business street running 
at right angles with the laihoad, but as jot no- 
thing definite has been done to lemcdy this 
d.uigciojs crossing. 


The city has impro\ oil gicatly v, ithiu the last 


adopted, in eilbclivo operation. Tinder these 
heads are embraced all matters i\ Iiich were 
thought to he appropiiate to constitul.ional pro- 
vision. It has carcliilly avoided matters of de- 
tail, except in such particulars as it was sup- 
posed cither from their great importance or the 
difficulty attending legislative enactment, might 
render legislation difficult or insufficient. 


The committee desires to call attention to 


the following important particular, in wliich 
the proposed Constitution differs from tliat now 
in force: 


The General Assembly will consist of fifty 


(50) Senators, and such number of incmbeis of 
the House of Representatives as shall bo detcr- 
inined by dividing the population of the State, 
as ascertained by the most recent United States 
census, by two hundred; but every county 
shall have al least one representative. Under 
this apportionment tho House will consist.of 
two bundled members. This change is accom- 
panied by such provisions as will for the most 
rait avoid legislamp apportionments, which ex- 
perience has shown to be made usually in 
tlie Interest of the dominant party, and some- 
linies ar. the sacrifice of fair representation. 


Tlie r?gnliir sessions of the Legislature will 


be held only every other year, but the Governoi 
may, 
in Sn"emergency, com ene it in special ses- 


sion- 
Tin; increiiborl number is not equal to the ra- 


lio of representation when the existing Consti- 
tution was adopted, and was deemed Important 
not only as maintaining a ratio of representation 
Approximating to onr increase of population 
but because it was believed that an increase o 
members "would rendei impioper influence, 
more djflicult, and would i'lsnreu more falthfu 
exercise of legislative functions. 


The ill-tide on legislation requires that everj

The article on future amendments' author- 


izes amendments to the Constitution when pro- 
posed by the act of two successive Legislatures 
and submitted to and approved by Ihu people, 
but no amendment shall be submitted oftener 
than once in five years. When two or more 
amendments arc submitted they shall be voted 
upon separately. 


The schedule provides that the Constitution 


shall take elliwt on the lirst day of January, 
1874. The first election for Governor shall he 
in 1875, for a term of three years, and thereafter 
the term shall be four years. Tho Lieutenant 
Governor shall be elected in 1874 for four years. 
Provision is also made for tho first election of 
Senators and members,for Judges and county 
officers and other matters of detail, but it is not 
deemed necessary to refer to them specifically.

gives a brief synopsis ot its leading features, 
' t it Is not intended In supersede the exaiuin- 


on of its full text. We confidently believe 
at tho more carefully it is considered, and its 
pendent bearings understood, the more it will 
mmcnd itsclfto public uppiovul.

The chief object in the new Constitution seems 
rather to increase State and other indebtedness 
than means adopted to free the people from 
debt and taxation. In addiUon,'the dear peo- 
ple (the producors)havo to support all the rail- 
road and other corporations. 


If our legislators'would listen to "the still 


small voice," there would be no necessity for 
revolution or insurrection, and therefore there 
would be iio "need ot creating public debts for 
the suppression of either. 


The cheapest and most economical way for 


the benefit of the large portion of tlie " dear 
people," is direct taxation for every purpose 
whatever. 


As an illustration—The State did create a 


public debt to "develop onr resources " of forty- 
throe million dollars; for a very large portion 
reali/.cd, perhaps, not more than 75 to 80 cents 
on the dollar, the " ilcur people" have.paid say 
eighty millions in interest; the debt now is 
about thirty millions; the portion of public 
works which cost near thirty millions, was dis- 
posed of to the rcnnsylvania Central-Iiailroad 
Company for about nine millions of the com- 
nany's.bonds; the interest and principal, when 
laid, will ho collected by and through their 
franchise,—therefore the clear and plain result 
is I hat the railroad'company gets the public 
works for nothing.

.Section I.—Education. Education is dcsir- 


both of whiuli are very handsome buildings and 
will not be fully completed until next Spring. 
The Master catpcntuis have their lianas full of 
work dining this winter; in addition to the 
Ihreu l.iigc market houses wliich arc located cm 
Penn street, two otheis .lie being built, whieli 
will gi\e this city five first-class market houses. 


The Berks County Itailroad, bet veen this 


city and Birdsuoro', will soon be completed ; 
tho three biiilges crosbing the river helou this, 
city ars finished and are good and substantial 
structures; the ro.ul north of Beading is being 
pushed rapidly forward, and the rails are l.iid 
some two miles sbo.-n the city. 


Tlie manuikcturies of this city consist of four 


iron fmnaeos, i.ix rolling mills, three steam 
forges, OUR nail ;_iill, one pipe mill, three hard- 
ware works, Uvo fire brick works, one terra 
cotta works, one htm- factory, two grist, mills, 
one cotton mill, one woolen mill, one spice mill, 
fomteon wool hat factories, three boiler shops, 
eight foundries and machine shops, six saw 
mills, nnd six bieweries; the machine shops, 
foundries, and locomotive woifo of the Phila- 
delphia and Heading Kailroad Company cover a 
space of two squares in length hy half a squat e 
in wickh; their car atu! repair shops iu the 
noi them part of the city cover about the same 
amount of ground; their rolling mill is also a 
very extensive one, and is situated in the ex- 
treme northern part of the city, Tlie P. &)!. 
JSailroad Company has i educed the time of their 
men to eight hours per day, so as to enable the 
company to keep the whole force employed du- 
lingthe entue winter. The Heading Cotton 
Mill anil Keystone Forge lesmueil operations 
on last Thursday ; all the lion wonts are run- 
ning on full tinio at present, and thoif have 
been but very few men discharged in this 
branch of business. Theie ore seventeen pub- 
lic schools and thirty-four churches in this city, 
and the educational and religious advantages 
will compare very favorably with those of any 
other city of the same extent and population in 
this or any other Siate. The are also ten first- 
class hotels which furnish good accommodations 
to tlio tiaveling public at a reasonable, expense. 
About three weeks ago the wool hat manufac- 
turers, 14 Iu number, suspended and threw out 
of employment about five hundicd men anil 
g,rls.

So local or special bill can bc passed unless no- 
tice ot the intention to apply therefor shall have 
tmeii published hi the locality where the thing' 
to bc effected may be situate, at least thirty 
days pilot1 to the iutiodttclJoii of such bill, and 
evidence of such publication shall be exhibited 
to the Legislature before the act shall be passed. 


To insure official fidelity so far as possible, it 


is provided that any member of the General 
Assembly who shall solicit, demand, or receive, 
or consent to receive, directly or indirectly, any 
money or thing ot value, or appointment, or 
personal advantage, or promise thereof, for his 
vote or official influence; or lor withholding 
the same, shall be held guilty ot bribery, and

ions, the agricultural, manufacturing, mining, 
nincral, timber, and other material interests of 
he State, as may be by law assigned thereto. 
L'iie duties which will devolve upon this de- 
lattment will be of great advantage to the 
jtatc, in presenting such reliable and valuable 
nformation of our natural resources and rapid 
levelopmenl as will attract to the State uoth 
topulotion and capital. 


This article also authorizes the Governor to 


veto any one or more items of any bill making 
ippropriation of money, and to approve the 
rest.- This is to correct an abuse of great niag- 
litndeand long standing, by which appropri- 
ations introduced into the general bill providing 
'or the expenses of the State, and which of 
.hemselves could not be sustained, must be ap- 
proved, or leave tho State without appropria- 
tion for its support. It is a most valuable pro- 
vision. Tliis article also piohibits the Govern- 
or from gt anting pardons or commutations of 
sentence, except upon the recommendation in 
writing of the Lieutenant Governor, Secretary 
of the "Commonwealth, Attorney General, Sec- 
letary of Internal Affairs, or any three of them, 
after full heariuc, udon dne public notice' and 
in open session; and such recommendation, 
with the reasons therefor at length, shall be re- 
corded and filed in tho office of theSecretaiy of 
the Commonwealth. 


The judiciary article requires the election of 


all judges, and continues the teim of all pres- 
ent judges until the expiration of their com- 
missions.

The munbcr of judges of the Supreme Court 


is increased to seven, and judges of that court 
elected under this Constitution will be commis- 
sioned for twenty-one years, and are ineligi- 
ble to re-election.'

The trial of contested i lections of electois 


of President and Vice-rresident of the United 
States, members of the Weueial Assembly, and 
all public officers, judicial, municipal, or local, 
shall bc by the courts, as may bc prescribed by 
general law. 
The article on taxation and finance requires 


that all taxes shall be uniform upon tlie same 
class of subjects. All property shall he-subject 
to taxation, but the Genet al Assembly may. by 
gcneial law, exempt public property used lor 
public purposes, actual places of religions 
worship, places of burial ni)t held for private or 
corporate piofit, and institutions of purely pub- 
lic charity. 
Seithcr the State, nor any county, city, bor- 


ough, or township shall loan their credit or be- 
come stockholdeis in any company, association, 
or coqxiralion. 


Municipal debts shall not exceed seven pet- 


cent, ot'the assessed value of its taxable prop- 
erty ; but any city, the debt of which now ex- 
ceeds seven p~cr centum of -such assessed valu- 
ation, may be authorized by law to increase the 
same three per centum, in the aggregate at any 
onetime, upon such valuation. 
' The State sinking thnd shall be maintained 
ami the debt reduced by not less than S,2oO,OOt 
per annum; and the money of the sinking funi 
shall not be im ested or loaned upon the security 
of anything except tlio bonds of the Unitei 
States or of this State. 


The making of profit out of public money, ai

Executive CkmuuiUce of the Convention. 


A meeting of the finance Committee of the 
'ittsbmg City Councils was held on Ihe 24th 
nstant l« investigate certain alleged irregular- 
ties in the finances of the city. It was nrecr- 
aincd that there had been an iufoiiual issue of 
•ater bonds, the Secretary ,of the Commission 
laving effected certain negotiations with the 
Sation.il Trust Company of tliat city, which 
impended a few days ago without the knowl- 
iilge pt'the- Commission. A letter from the 
3ity Attorney, addressed to the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee', states that the facts 
thus far ascertained are as follows: Money 
proceeds of bonds, held on deposit at the Na- 
tional Trust Company, ES>22'3,000; bonds left 
with tlie bank for ungolialion (water works), 
$234,0.0.0; bonds left with the bank for registra- 
tion (Thirty-third street improvement),830,000, 
less ciedit of S,!0,000. The water loan and 
stre»! bonds have been, lo I lie best of my infor- 
mation, hypnthecTtcd by a hank in Philadel- 
phia us collateral security for the payment of 
the obly.U ions of the bank. The SdiS.OOO, pro- 
ceeds of the bonds sold, should have been de- 
posited in the City Treasury, but it seems that 
it was placed in the National Trust Company, 
in the Secretary's own name. There is now 
$3.H,000 in bonds and money in this condition,

A new wave of hope has come over our long 


suflei ing and plumlctcd city. It is really ttuc 
that Willi.nn M. Tweed lus been sentenced to 
twelve years inipiisoiiinent, and twelve thou- 
s.uul (he hundred dollais fine, and that he has 
actually been consigned to the Tombs like any 
ordinary ei iminal. So Justice is not 'wholiy 
por.ily7.cd ; and eve:i here, in Xew York, he 
\\lio steals i'roni the public treasury canuot 
forever escape tho penalty of his transgression. 
Surely theie is hope for the country, hope even 
for'-siii-sick''Washington, if here in this city 
such rctribut'on can be rendered. The people 
icceive tlie tidings with astonished satisfaction. 
They have become so mured to official tteachorv 
that t Ley have felt it w as almost a neccssaiy 
evil winch could not be cuicd, and must there- 
fore be endured. This verdict will do much to 
tone up public integrity, ami give a warning to 
otlier greedy and t;nscrnpulous olh'culs. A 
strong effort is being made for a stay of pto- 
ceedings to secure a nev/ trial, and some modi- 
fication of the sentence may be obtained; but 
it will not be so easily accomplished as past le- 
gal evasions have been. 


This seems to be a kind of Judgment-day 


era in our national history, when "hidden 
.things arc brought to light.'' The books of 
revelation are boing opened, giving us sad chap- 
tcisof public and private corruption it is true, 
but better so than that a lease of pouer and 
heio woiship be extended to those who un- 
worthily enjoy public confidence.

The need ot economy and retrenchment has 


been agitating our School Board, but their 
proposed 
methods 
for 
securing the de- 


siied result ha^e created some commotion 
among those interested in our public, schools. 
For he it known that they decide to oconomi/e 


i their school expenditures by a reduction of 


the salaries of the women teacheis. Tobe sure 
this is designed to affect only those hereafter 
appointed. Those already established in the 
various departments are to receive the same 
salary as before, but it cuts oil' the hope of pro- 
motions and all consequent increase; The 
male principal of 'a grafnmer school is allowed 
one thousand dollars more salary tlian a woman 
in like position; and in thet lower situations a 
corresponding difference in wages is- observed. 


In the discussion on this salary question, at 


the meeting of the Boaid, one member claimed 
that it was tlieir duty to hire '-these persons" 
(meaning v»omen) at the lowest possible rate, 
"The only question was whether they couli 
get them at the lower figure, and on that he 
thought there was 1 ittle doubt." "They were 
women not men, and-had not the opportunity 
to get better positions !'' I am glad to he able 
to say that a large minority of the Board took 
nobler ground and piotested against the reduc- 
tion of salaries. The press has also bravely ad- 
vocated the claims of the women teachers, and 
this fact gives them hope and courage for -the 
future. Even the Herald has said a good, 
hearty word of protest against the ucjust deed. 
Truly the world moves, when'the columns of 
the NCVJ Toi-t Herald are given to the claims 
of woman's right to equal compensation 'for 
equal work.

exception to tlie noueral reqiiircinent 


of otlier occupations. There are certain gen 
.cral principles tliat govern In all orcnpatimis, ii 
order to be successful. Close attention to bus 
Iness, witlia full slmrc of care, is always ncc 
cssary. A good degree of tlioroiiglmess is al 
W»J s requisite; andtliis is true of fanning i 
every rcsiwct, from the moment tlie fiirme 
acts out in Uic pursuit of bis furin, to tlie tini 
when he ceases Trom liis labors, and Ills work 
do follow him. He should be llioroiigu in li' 
cxaminntlon of titles and of ail matters tlial i 
any way would affect Ills future welfare. It 
not an ngreen'''e sensation to labor under tl 
feeling Hat unnecessary mortgages enciiinbe 
real estate, and ycl lliere are cases in which in 
consequence of municipal Indebtedness, a farm 
l> in reality under no inconsiderable mortgage, 
although all indiridiial demands may have been 


iu full. Therefore there may be a 


necessity for a purchaser to be thorough in his 
cxnmlnallofl, to discover whether a farm is 
.•JfccUsd In this latter respect. Being satisfied 
on this point, let the consequences be carefully 
drawn, so that all rights and privileges shall be 
carefully and absolutely guaranteed, without 
the pnnibility of any fuMirc litigation. By ::11 
mcini avoid any reservations, or ontaihncnts, 
which so often lead directly to bitter strifes and 
contentions. Diivin,' talccn possession, now 
commence! tlie farm work proper, in which 
there iliould be no relaxation of care. Ono of 
the first dutic; is to • see that all boundary 
marks be properly defined so as to avoid any 
accidental, :ia:ural, or willful obliteration of 
llio same, for this Is about equivalent to a de- 
feclivc title; either case may inaugurate a 
qunrrcl, hence tlie necessity of care it; '.his di- 
rection. Another source of much trouble, vex- 
ation and quarrelling among farmers, 
is, 


defective line fences. These should be amply 
lutlldeiit to avoid the uossiliillty of any passage 
of slock of any kind from one farm to another, 
except in case of some unforeseen and ungov- 
cr:able cause. The interior fences, if poor,-will 
admit only the injury of the owner, hence if 
any mast be poor let it be these in pref- 
erence 
to 
thoso 
upon 
tlio boundaries, 


where neglect might result in injury to other 
parties. As to other kinds of work, if a field is 
to be cleared of any obstrucl ions, such as stones 
or stumps, let tlie work be thorough ;'if the sur- 
face is considerably less, it is far better so than 
to ruii over more ground and half do the work.

PLAHT8 TOR FLAVORING AND OtAR- 


»I8HINa PURPOSES. 


Among tills class of plants there are celery, 


pantey, thyme, sage, mint, lavender, sweet 
marjoram, summer saver)", sweet basil, nastcr- 
tlura and caraway. They are all very valua- 
ble for giving a better relish to many dishes 
and tonpa, gravies, &c. They all possess a 
}<nrer to give tone the stomach, and impart vi- 
gor to the system and vivacity to the spirits. 
All are of a simple culture, aud 'portions 
sufficient for a family can be grown on a 
small space, and many of them are planted or 
town to form edgings to walks of the garden. 


Larender, mint, sage, and thyme, arc per- 


ennials ami last many years, while all the 
others are annuals and sown from seeds iu 
tiring, or early summer. Tluiy contain the 
largest amount of essential virtues, just before 
tbey bloom, and should be cut -off just when 
•they form blossom-buds. The nasturtium and 
caraway are principally grown for their seeds, 
•3 they must be luft to bloom and perfect their 
feeds. The sage is very valuable for mixing 
and flavoring with sausage meats—and 'the 
tea made of it is a valuable medicine in other 
usage. The lavender, too, is also a valuable 
medicine upon certain occasions. Both the 
sage and lavender furnish two cuttings every 
year. After any or all of these herbs ore cut 
or gathered they should be dried in shady 
places, on shelves or floors, as the sun greatly 
injures their value.

Mix carefully, so as not to break the rice, 
and bake about half or throe-quarters of an 
hour, 


Ginger Cake, Plain, and Good.—Into two 


quarts'of flour rub well a teaspoonful of soda, 
ami when well mixed, two teaspoonfuls of cream 
of tartar; then either, powdered cloves or ginger 
to taste, cut fine. To one teacupful of butter, 
or lard and butter mixed, add two teacupfuls 
of molasses. If too stiff, add alittle more mo- 
lasses ; if too soft, add flour until of the proper 
consistency to loll out. Cut iu round cakes, 
and bake in a quick oven. Cloves and no gin- 
ger make a delightful cake. 


Merinr/ue Pudding.—Soak one pint of bread- 


crumbs in one quart of milk ; add one cup of 
sugar, the grated rind of one lemon, a small 
piece of butter and the yolks of four eggs. 
Bake until it thickens and browns. 
When 


cold, spread a layer of jelly over the top and 
beat the four white's of eggs very light; add a 


if sugar and the juice of the lemon. Heap 


a Year.
